Another Synodical year has closed with its toils and cares. 
_ Kindly guided, and mercifully protected by our heavenly 
Father's hand, the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas, and 
adjacent States, met in the town of . Falls, Kansas, 
on Wednesday evening, September 27th, 1871. 

The opening sermon was preached by the President, Rev. A. 
J. Hesson, from 1 Cor., 16:2. 

FIRST SESSION—THURSDAY, SEP. 28ru, 1871. 

After spending a half hour in prayer, = ape was opened with 
singing and prayer by the President.

The President’s report was then read. 


Dean or tue Synop or Kansas AND ADJACENT 
Sratzs:—In the good Providence of God we are assembled in 
our fourth annual convention. Our lives have been precious 
in the sight of the Lord. The Great Head of the church has, 
in some measure, blessed and owned our labors. Nothing ex- 
traordinary has occurred within the bounds of our Synod, bat 
many changes have taken place, all of which we pray may tend 
to promote the cause of Christ. We have many reasons to 
render devout thanks and prayers unto God fur His great good- 
ness to us as individuals, and as a Synod. . 

The 8 is a brief report of the changes that have 
occurred in our Synod, and of official acts during the year. 
Doubtless, the eee number of the members of this Synod is 
informed that the ministerial brethren in Nebraska and North- 
western Missouri, have formed a new Syn called the Synod 
ot Nebraska, to be in connection with the GéReral Synod. ‘Two 
of our members, who are located within the bounds of the new 
Synod, have requested to be dismissed to unite with that body. 
Whilst we regret to lose those brethren, we rejoice to learn of 
the formation of another Synod on the frontier. I would re- 
commend that at the proper time a — be chosen by this 
body to bear our greetings to our Sister Synod. 

‘Soon after the sdjournment of our Synod at Lawrence, I vis- 
ited Waterville, Kan., when Rev. F. Scherer informed me 
that he would tender his resignation to the church there. A 


short time after this, Rev. D. Harbaugh informed me that he 


was elected to be the successor of Rev. F. R. Scherer, and that 
he had accepted the call. 

In the month of November, Rev. M. G. Boyer informed me 
that he had resigned his at Monrovia, and that he pur -

On the l4th of August, 1871, I received a letter from Rev. J. 
G. Groenmiller, and about the same time, a letter from Rev. A.

Certificates of honorable dis- 
mission were granted to both of them. 

On the 3lst of August, 1871, Rev. A. J. Hesson, of Topeka, 
offered his resignation, which was accepted by the mission. 

At this time, the churches in the bounds of our Synod that are 
without pastors, are St. Louis, Topeka, Grasshopper Falls, 
and Monrovia. | 

It had been made the duty of the President to write to the 
ministerial brethren in Nebraska and Missouri with regard to 
uniting with our Synod. This was attended to, but there was no 
response from any of them. 

the printed minutes of our last convention, page 16, stands 
a resolution, making it the duty of the President to act as Me- 
diator between Rev. D. 8. and the Iowa Synod. I 
had some correspondence with Rev. A. M. Geiger, President of 
the Iowa Synod, and finally received a certificate of honorable 
dismission for Rev. D. S. Altman. 

In Feb , 1871, I received a letter from Mr. C. F. W. 
Treptow, of Lawrence, who was expelled from this body at its 
last convention. He demanded that I should call an extra 
session of Synod to give him a new hearing, threatening, if I did 
not comply, he would carry his case up to the civil courts. I 
replied to him that if he would get one-third of the ordained 
ministers of the Synod to request a called meeting, I would 
comply with their request. I heard no more from him. 

o correspondence that was carried on * the year was 
unusually large, but the above report includes all that can be of 
any interest to this body.

| REPORT OF DELEGATION TO GENERAL SYNOD. 

Bretaren :—Your delegates to the General Synod would 
report that they found it a pleasure to discharge their duty and 
trust. We were pleased to receive the kindly greetings of 
eastern brethren, and to know their tender r and 
hearty co-operation with us. Especially gra were the 
hearty sympathy and God-speed from official representa- 
tives of the Home Missionary Operations, with whom most of 
us —— in connection in the beginning and prosecution of 
our work. 

1. In the proceedings of Synod, the Home Mission work re- 
ceived due share of attention, and the operations of the church 
for the past two were set forth in a report at once clear 
and satisfactory in every respect, save the amount of funds fur- 
nished by the church for this work. 

2d. Another matter of intense interest to us was the discus- 
sion of plans for systematic benevolence. We were glad to see 
that while some seemed to want only a declaration of high- 
sounding, general principles, the Synod wisely got at the root 
of the practical part b — the long neglected Scriptural 
plan of weekly — our delegates would earnestly 
ask Synod to consider this matter. 

3d. Of the Fereign Mission Work, which is generally pushed 
in proportion to the zeal and piety of the church, we are sorry 


to be unable to give a glowing account. The report of the 


Board shows that not one-fourth has been done of what = 
reasonably be expected of 100, well-to-do christians. en 
and money are the most difficult things to get for this work. 
We would recommend that the Foreign Mission Worb be not 
forgotten by our people either in prayers or contributions.
